THE INTERNAL TAXES. 


Whatever may be done with the tariff 


question by Congress, sound public 
policy begins to demand the removal of 
the revenue tax. This was essentially 
a war tax, and ought not to have been 
maintained an boar after the needs of 
the public service began to be met from 
other sources. Only three times has 
the government resorted to a system of 
internal taxation, and each case the in 
citement was the burden of war. 
Hani' 


ilton's scheme was to meet the debt 
caused by the Revolution, and though 
the feeling of patriotism and exuberant 
joy over the creation of a new and free 
nation was prevalent, it required all 
the wisdom and decision of Washing- 
ton to keep down rebellion. The tax 
was repealed in 1802 by the action of 
the supporters of Jeffarson, on the 
ground that it was "oppressive, vexa- 
tious and peculiarly obnoxious." 


When war with Great Britain on 


questions of commerce became inevita- 
ble, there was a deficiency in the treas- 
ury, and the Secretary, Albert Galls- 
tin, proposed to raise $5,000,000 a year 
by internal tax—$3,000,000 directly 
and the remainder indirectly. Under 
the earlier plan the internal revenues 
had never much exceeded $1,000,000 a 
year, but the nation had so advanced in 
wealth and revenues that Mr. Gallatin's 
system produced more than $5,000,000 
the first year. This system was aban- 
doned promptly aa soon as the exigency 
was passed, it having been regardec 
only as a war tax by the people am 
honorably treated and disposed of as 
such by the government. 


When the rebellion reached propor 


tiona far beyond the pictnrings of tha 
gloomiest imagination, money in grea 
sums became necessary, and everything 
that could be reached was made to 
tribute. The system was severo and 
heroic, but the people bore it patiently 
and millions in addition were given 
voluntarily to tha cause. In 1866 th 
collections 
from 
internal revenues 


amounted to $309,226,813. Now thej 
amount to just about ono-third of tha 
sum, but instead of being needed, the; 
add only to the surplus with which the 
treasury overflows. The government is 
continually gathering more money than 
it can wisely upend, and the interna 
taxes could well be spared 
altogether 


A very objectionable feature of this now 
superfluous system is the expense o 
collection. 
The support of an array o 


tax gathers is felt the more severely 
more the taxes are reduced, for it con 
sumes a growing percentage of the col 
lections in salaries. This is a burden 
upon the people for which neither o: 
the two great parties will find it health; 
to much longer accept the responsibil 
ity. 
The incoming "Congress, Kepubli 


can in one branch and Democratic in 
the other, is admirably constituted to 
feel and yield to the pressure of public 
sentiment.

truant guests to return, and the city 
as a hostess, as a whole, receives 
them arrayed in lovlier attire than 
ebo has worn on any similar occa 
sion. During the Summer absence 
of residents and guests, no time was 
lost iu renewing and improving her 
toilet for thia grand Autumnal re- 
union. The six months' Absentee 
notices many improvements. New 
streets have been opened and paved 
with concrete; sidewalks have been 
laid; barren places have been cover- 
ed by substantial, elegant buildings, 
and now fountains send up their 
crystal columns. 
A liberal use of 


paint has concealed traces of dilapi- 
dation, and the entire city looks so 
fresh and new that every one return- 
ing to it is impressed by its advan- 
tageous contrast with other towns.

Washington possesses unique advan- 
tages as a place of residence, and 
wealthy persons from every part of 
the republic are securing bouses for 
their families here. Army and navy 
officers, appointee! for life, are buy- 
ing sites and homes, and foreign 
governments are investing in official 
residences for their ambassadors. In 
the northwestern portion of the city 
are palatial

Standing on the Virginia 
side of the Potomac, and viewing the 
uiajestio fabric known as the Capitol 
building of Washington, as it ap- 
pears from this point perfect 'and 
complete in its white sublimity and 
chaste grandeur, the sacrilege of re- 
moval rushes upon ono in its strong- 
est light. The stately structure is 
acknowledged to be the most magnifi- 
cent state edifice in the world. Dur- 
ing tho Sumcaer vacation it received 
new touches of beauty. Its long de- 
serted chambers and marble cor- 
riJora will soon again resound to the 
tread and voices of statesmen and 
demagogues.

empty during the President's ab- 
sence, is again brightened by his 
presence. The city is rapidly re-

To secure 
control of the 


Senate, which will commence its ses- 
sions with the new 
administration, 


they must gain three Senators. Tha 
outlook at this moment is that th«y 
will not gain one. 


The terms of twenty-five Senators 


will expire in March, 1885, 
Fourteen 


of these twenty-five are Democrats, 
representing Alabama, Arkansas, Cali- 
fornia, Florida, Georgia, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana, Maryland, Missouri, 
North 
Carolina, Ohio, 
Oregon and 


South Carolina. 
But instead of being 


sure of retaining possession of all these 
gents, at least three are doubtful, viz: 
California, Oregon aud Indiana. 
The 


chance of gaining a seat from tha Re- 
publicans in tho eleven States in which 
there will be vacancies are very remote 
These States are Colorado, Connecticut, 
Illinois, Iowa, Kansas, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New York, Pennsylvania. 
Vermont and Wisconsin. There never 
was uuy chance of gaining a seat in 
any of these States, except New York. 
But tho last election almost destroys nil 
hope for them there. 


The only Democratic possibilities in 


1884 are the election of a President nnd 
a House by a small majority. 
If there 


should be a failure of the people to 
elect, they will still choosa a President 
in the present Democratic House. 
But 


that is the utmost extent to which 
they can go. They will be in a minor- 
ity iu the present Senate. Further- 
more, they are likely to be in a still 
greater minority in the Senate of the 
Forty-ninth Congress'—that is to say 
from 1885 to 1887. 


.Ktmiivil JPot-tcr's Report. 


The annual report of Admiral Porter 


is notable for the criticism of the new 
nrtuored steel cruisers designed by the 
Naval Advisory Board, as being de- 
ficient in canvass aud so constructed ns 
not to work under sail. This, iu time 
of wur, would be a fatal defect, 
he 


thinks, as nil coaling stations would be 
closed against us, and in time of peace 
naval vessels should cruise under Gail 
for tbo sake of economy. The Admiral 
believes in the immediate construction 
of a large number of swift vessels with 
powerful guns, and thinks we should 
build twenty large ships in two years. 
Prompt attention to lake defense he 
considers of prime importance, ana sees 
no reason why we should not commence 
to build on the shore of the lakes two 
of the heaviest ironclads, with power- 
fa] guns and great speed. Upon this 
subject, the Admiral says there is every 
facility for constructing such, vessels on 
Lake Erie, and one such ship stationed 
near Buffalo could, in case of threaten- 
ed hostilities, drop down to the mouth 
of the Welland Oinal nnd demolish the 
entrance, locks, etc., rendering the work 
useless for naval or military purposes. 
Even should a vessel succeed in pass- 
ing tho Canals she would bo imme- 
diately destroyed. He recommends that 
one of the proposed ironclads be built 
on Lake Ontario and kept on the stocks 
ready for launching in case of necessity.

Jtiy «oti Id's Tomb. 


A mausoleum is being constructed 


for the Gould family, in Woodlawn 
cemetery, New York, which is im- 
pressive by reason of its simplicity, 
harmony of design and massiveness. 
Its form is that of an Ionic temple, 
raised on a platform three steps 
above the level of the sword sur- 
rounding it. The workmen say that 
the foundation of tha platform is a 
mass of concrete, that makes it prao 
tically a single stone, eight feet iu 
thickness by thirty-six or more in 
length, and twenty eighth in width. 
The structure is wholly of finely 
hiinmered Westerly granite, without 
a single bund or panel or other sur 
face that is polished. Thirty grace- 
ful columns, eleven feet high by 
thirteen inches in diameter, sur- 
round the, mausoleum and add to tho 
support of its massive roof. Space 
for twenty bodies is afforded within. 
In the front of the tomb will be a 
bronze door of Grecian 
design, 


pierced so as to afford a view of tbo 
interior. A window representing a 
choir of angels will occupy tho space 
now left in tha rear wall. It is under- 
stood that the inner walls will be of 
delicately shaded marbles, arranged 
so as to present simple and pleasing 
effects. 


No brick or raetnl is employed iu 


the construction of the tomb, except 
ing the bronze doors nnd the neces- 
sary lead in the window. It stands 
in tha canter of a circular plot of 
three or four acres, on the highest 
ground in the cemetery, and is sur- 
rounded only by grass, not a single 
trte or shrub as yet rising on this 
ground.

Tho defeat 
of Mahone in Virginia makes a solid 
South, 
The electoral vote of fifteen 


States are practically counted before 
they art) oast, The Democrats only 
need in addition to these tho votoa 
of two States like New York and 
Ohio to secure the election of their 
ticket. Tho fact that theso Southern 
States are certain for the Democratic 
ticket will leave tho Democrats free 
to concentrate nil their efforts on two 
or three Northern States. This con- 
dition of things would seem lo make 
a Democratic victory easy, but it lias 
ils disadvantages. 
The North has 


always shown a disposition to become 
solid where the South becomes solid. 
The election of n Southern politician 
as Speaker and the fact that two 
or three Northern states will secure 
the election, of a Democrat to the 
Presidency, would conss a certain 
per cent, of moderate Democrats to 
refuse to contribute to this result. 
There will be an attempt to revive 
tho old sectional feeling in conse- 
quence of the defeat of Mahone, and 
it will not be wise in the Democrats 
to contribute material to that feeling. 
There is no doubt but what is termed 
the legitimate business interests of 
the North would take alarm at the

Southern 
man 
as 


Speaker, whose views ou the tariff 
are known to be hostile to tho pro- 
tective principle. 
Mr. Carlisle is 


not an extremist on tho tariff ques- 
tion, but he limits the power of 
Congress in adjusting tariff rates to 
providing the needed revenue 
It is 


truo that at the present time the 
needed revenue will iiiako any tariff 
protective, but the time will soon 
come when Congress must choose be- 
tween internal taxes and a tariff suf- 
ficiently high to provide nearly the 
entire revenue tho Government will 
nee I. 
The chances are that this 


logic of tha political situation will do 
moro for Randall than he can for 
himself.
